population. 

London, June 28. — The Standard 
this morning says: We understand 
that after a somewhat excited meeting 
of the cabinet a resolution was adopt- 
ed to support Laboucbere's motion to 
rescind the vote of tho house regording 
Bradiaugh. The motion will not for- 
mally be mado a question of confidence, 
but many liberals who voted in the 
majority on the last occasion will ab- 
stain from voting on it. 

Bradiaugh addressed 10,000 persons 
at Soutbampton on Saturday, and after 
his speech a unanimous vote of confi- 
dence was passed. He also addressed 
a largo meeting in London on Sunday. 
Various other meetings have been held 
in London and elsewhere in his favor. 

The Times understands that the gov- 
ernment has determined to recommend 
tbat the house, on Tuesday, adopt a 
general resolution admitting re-elected 
members to afErm, who may claim to 
do so, instead of taking tho oath. It 
is thought tlie liberals who were absent 
when the division last week took place 
will support the resolution, ; and tbat 
the conservatives arid libeirals of last 
week's majority will be willing to let it 
pass. The validity of such a resolution 
would bo liable to bo tested by an 
action at law against every member 
not being a Quaker, etc., who ventures 
to sit and vote after its authority.

It is estimated that seventy years 
and §1,000,000 will be required to com- 
plete the excavations at Pompeii.
